It is the Opinion of the judicious Mede, 

that the Papal Perſecutions have either 
equaliz?2d or exceeded the Deſtruction of 
Men made in the Church by all the 
Ten Heathen Perſecutions ; and there hath 
been a conſiderable Addition to this bloody 
Catalogue ſince this Author's time. 
This Author's Opinion hath nothing of 
the Hyberbole in it: For Doctor More, 
in his Divine Dialogues, obſerves, that 'T'wo 
hundred thouſand Chriſtians ſuffer d in ſe- 
ven Years, under the Pontificate of Jali- 
us the Second; and that One hundred 
thouſand did ſuffer in France in the ſpace of 
three Months, in one Popiſh Maſſacre, 

Perionius is politive, that in France alone 
there was murder'd no leſs than a Million 
of Men in the Perſecution of the Albigenſes, 
a conſiderable Body of Chriſtians who be- 
fore the Grand Reformation diſclaim'd the 
Errors of the Church of Rom. 

Baldwinus tells us that there were Nine 
hundred thouſand Proteſtants murder'd in 
rhe Low - Countries in the ſpace of thir- 
ty or forty Years; and we are credibly 


inform'd 
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under 4 Popiſſi Prince. 9g 
informed that a Hundred thouſand Prote - 
ſtants were murder d in the Iriſþ Maſſacre. 
This inhuman Spirit of Popery did not 
only act ſuch diſmal Tragedies in fore 
Fields, for our own dear Britam hath Fe 


felt her Rage and Fury z as in the barbarous 


Perſecution of Wickliff and his Followers, a 
learned Divine of our own, who lived ſome. 
Years befote the Reformation ; as in the Writ 
de Haretico Comburendo; as in the Flames of 
Queen Mary's Reign, Flames never to be for- 


' gotten, that have left memorable Monu- 


ments behind them in every Corner of 
our. Land, of the ſavage Temper of Popery, 
and what Proteſtants muſt expect, when- 
ever that Monſter of Lavelty and Iniquity 
ſhall prevail.

Ihe Perſecution of Proteſtants is not 5

Queen Mary the Firſt, contrary to her

us, who did not then feel the ſavage Spirit of

And that which makes this Treachery 
and Falſeneſs of the Queen the more notori- 
ous, is the harſh Uſage of theſe Suffolk Men; 
who preſuming upon the Merit of their 
old Service, and the Queen's ſolemn Pro- 
| | mules, 
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miſes, did humbly petition againſt ſome” of 
her rigorous Proceedings. 1 5 
Is not this enough to teach us, that Pro- 
zeftants can never depend upon the Promiſes 
of Popiſh Governors 2 And that it is vain 
and dangerous to delnde our felves with the 
falſe Hopes of tying up their Hands from 
Hurting the Reformed Religion, by Oaths 


and federal Contracts? For no Oaths and 


Contracts, no particular Service and Merit, 
gan binder Popery from deſtroying Prote- 


ants. , 
For altho' the Prince's Conſcience is nice, 


and his Good-nature and Compaſſion is 
not eaſie to be extinguiſned, and he is na- 
turally inclined to pay ſome Reſpect to his 
Engagements; yet the Diſpenſing Power of 
the Church of Rome will in time take off 


theſe Reſtraints ſilence Nature and Con- 


ſcience, and diſſolve the moſt ſacred Obli - 
gations of an Oath, and let him looſe upon 
e of a miſguided Zeal, | 
inflamed with the Opinion of meriting Heaven 
in killing Proteſtants.

tional Thanks to the King of Kings, and Lord 
of Lords, for placing peaceably amongſt 
us our Proteſiant King GEORGE.

countenance all ſeditious Principles and 
Tendencies in other Men; to expreſs his 
diſlike of thoſe Factious and Scandalous 
Characters that too commonly rage amongſt 
us, and are given out and promoted. by 
the dangerous Adverſaries of our Conſti- 
tution. TY 

I am uneaſie, to ſay they are deſigned 
to alienate the Hearts of unthinking Peo- 
ple from His Majeſty and his Miniſtry, 
and to ſow the deadly Seeds of Contention 


in our Fields. 
But, oh ! Is not Popery the Enemy that 
us? Is not this 


ſcatters theſe Jars amon 
their curſed Policy, to divide us amongſt 
our ſelves, that they may reap Advantage 
out of our Confuſions?

jeſty to the Throne, is built upon thoſe Prin- 
ciples which brought about our Revolution, 
and which they diſclaim for illegal and un- 
chriſtian.

And theſe Tenets, dangerous to the 


| Title of the King, have lately been dref- 


ſed out with a great deal of Pomp, and 
cry'd up for the genuine Badges of Loy- 
alty and Duty : But give me leave to de- 


clare, that they appear to me to be irre- 


concileable with our Conſtitution, and to 
be directly aimed againſt the Titles of the 
Poſſeſſors of the Throne fince the Revo- 
lution, in favour of the Title of ſome 
Pretender to the Crown. 

J am ſenſible, Politicks is a Buſineſs 
foreign to the Place where I now ſtand, 
and to the Office of a Miniſter of the 
Goſpel ; but ſince I am a Preacher of the 
Goſpel of Peace, I preſume I have Au- 
thority to open before you the Ways of 
Peace, in theſe troubleſome and tempeſtu- 
ous Times, wherein ill Men, Mobs, and 
Rioters make uſe of the ſacred Name of 
the Church, to inſpirit Sedition : I am ſure
